FOUND IN CHARTERING 
BRAHMA ISLAND | 


WASHINGTON, (UP) — President | 
Roosevelt’s fishing trip in 1935 resulted | 
in the discovery that one of the prin- 
cipal islands of the Bahamas group was 
“misplaced” on all existing mays of the 
area, government hydrographic experts | 
have just revealed. | 

The discovery, later confirmed by | 
British authorities, corrected an error 
which had prevailed on maps and in|! 
sailing charts for about 400 years. 

The disclosure was made by war- 
ships which had accompanied Mr. 
Roosevelt on his cruise off the south- 
eastern coast of Florida.
